REMARKS 

According to the Action mailed in October, the Application was abandoned due to 
failure to respond to an Office Action mailed September 29, 2004. According to our files, 
however, a response with amendments was sent with a request for a 1 -month extension of 
time on January 24, 2005 by Tamera Fair, the attorney of record at that time. We have the 
post card receipt which was stomped by the USPTO on January 26, 2005 acknowledging 
receipt of the above mentioned documents and, in addition, a Certificate of Mailing signed by 
Judith L. Mongelluzzo and a fee sheet 

I only recently became aware of the holding of Abandonment when one of the 
inventors recently (approximately around June 2, 2006) looked up the case on the USPTO 
website and noted that the status was abandoned, whereupon I was notified and asked to 
verify the status. I note here that I only recently replaced Ms. Fair and took responsibility of 
her entire docket, and the abandonment had not before come to my attention. Upon checking 
our electronic files I realized that there was an apparent error in the USPTO's treatment of this 
case, and immediately called Examiner Mulcahy the following Monday for assistance in 
understanding what may have gone wrong. The Examiner was only able to tell me what 
information the web site provided. According to the website all that was on record in the 
USPTO was the fee sheet sent by the Applicant in January. Upon checking our paper files, I 
noted that the receipt card sent with the response had been stamped and all that we believe we 
sent was acknowledged as received by the USPTO as of January 26, 2005. I also noted enrors 
on the cover sheet that may have caused confusion in the USPTO. Thus, I believe that (1) the 
response sent in January 2005 was folly responsive to the Office Action of September 29, 
2004, and (2) without speculating as to the reason, the response was somehow misplaced or 
otherwise not properly documented by the USPTO, and (3) that the holding of Abandonment 
was made in error as a result of the apparent USPTO processing error. 

Applicant's delay in responding to the Notice of Abandonment was unintentional, 
possibly due in part to the change in attorney responsibilities in our office, which only 
compounded the oversight at the USPTO. Upon discovering the abandonment and the 
underlying facts, I am acting without delay to correct the error and am requesting that the PTO 
waive the requirements under 37 CFR LIS 1(f).
